Report of Health Officer 
For Year Ending Dec. 31, 1942 


Cases reported: Measles, 14; mumps, 15; syphilis, 1; 
dog bite 1. 


There were several justifiable complaints about the 
abuse of the Town Dump. With the cooperation of the Sel- 
ectmen, the dump has been cleaned, leveled and covered 
with sand on two occasions. Careful investigation shows 
that much of the objectionable matter was dumped by out- 
of-town parties. Signs were posted to the effect that the 
dump is for Newton citizens only and warning against de- 
posit of any substance liable to decay. (State Health Laws). 
Evidence was obtained against one out of State offender, 
but, as the party was in the War Service, no prosecution 
could be made. 


We again serve notice that the Dump is maintained 
solely for Newton residents for the deposit of such waste 
materials as will not decay, or become offensive or danger- 
ous to the public health.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newton: 


I take pleasure in presenting my annual report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 


The Statistical Report is for the school year ending 
June 30, 1942, and is followed by the report of the Music 
Supervisor, and the School Nurse. 


Last Spring the School Board received notice that the 
number of pupils in the Newton Schools had fallen to the 
point where state aid would no longer be granted on five 
teachers and stating that aid would be withdrawn from the 
one room school at the Junction. So the Junction School 
was closed. All children in Grades one to four have this 
year attended Rowe’s Corner School, and grades five to 
eight went to the Village School. This affords an arrange- 
ment whereby each room has two grades, an improve- 
ment over what we had in previous years. Previously we 
had two grades in a room for Grades 5 and 6 and also 7 


and 8, but four grades in each of the other three class- 
rooms. 


The enrollment for the year covered by this report 
was one hundred and seven, which was nine less than 
during the year previous. The school attendance averaged 
94.08 percent of the membership, as compared with the 
state average of 94.31 percent. 


There were sixteen graduates from the eighth grade 
last June. All of these graduates have entered a high school 
this year. The medal which is awarded each year by the 
Sons of the American Revolution, to the eighth grader who 
has best exemplified the principles of good citizenship, 
was presented this year to Constance Kimball. 
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The following list shows the September enrollment 
of Newton pupils in High Schools: 


Sanborn Seminary 35 pupils 
Haverhill High School 14 pupils 


Amesbury High School 6 pupils 


Total pupils enrolled in high schools 55 pupils 


Word came recently of the death of Miss Helen 
Thomas—School Nurse—on leave of absence because of 
illness. Miss Thomas gave many years of untiring service to 
the physical welfare of the children here. During the 
present school year the work of school nurse is being done 
by Mrs. Jessie Soule, R. N., of Salem, N. H., in an enthusi- 
astic and efficient manner. We hope to hold a dental clinic 
this spring if a dentist can be secured for the work. 


There is good progress in the work of all our schools. 
The fundamentals are being adequately stressed. As an aid. 
in directing instruction in the fundamentals, standardized 
tests are given each year. Mental tests are also given to all 
pupils during the fourth and ninth years. Thus we are able 
to determiné the achievement of both class and each indi- 
vidual members as compared. with a national norm. These 
tests are valuable in helping to determine points of weak- 
ness in each pupil’s development and thus helps the teach- 
er to furnish drill where it is most needed. 


Special reports from the various buildings are. here 
included. 


Last fall a highly successful campaign was conducted 
by the Village School children to collect salvage materials. 
The school salvage effort was of double value. More than 
a ton of scrap materials were accumulated, and it gave 
each boy and girl an opportunity for patriotic participa- 
tion in the war effort. In April, 1942, this school started a 
drive for the sale of war stamps. To date the sale in grades 
five to eight alone has amounted to $296.80. The seventh 
and eighth grade library table has been supplemented by 
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many books from the town library. With the cooperation 
of the librarian these books were selected from an ap- 
proved list for these grades. Many children who do not 
regularly visit the public library are taking advantage of 
this school library and are doing more outside reading. 


The activities of the children in the Rowe’s Corner 
School to do their part in the war effort have proved most 
successful. Four hundred and seventy-three pounds of 
scrap metal and seven tires were collected by this group. 
From April to June, 1942, these children purchased $85.75 
worth of war stamps. Their record for the present school 
year is very noteworthy—from Sept., 1942, to January, 
19438, the total purchases of war stamps amounted ‘to 
$244.95. Both rooms in this building have joined the 
American Junior Red Cross. As usual the emphasis on 
Remedial Reading in this school has continued to prove 
beneficial. As a special undertaking, this group arranged 
an exhibit of school work at the Eclipse Grange Fair in the 
fall. 


The World War that is being waged is bringing great 
change in our way of living. Education is being effected. 
The elementary schools have not been effected to any 
great extent to date. The High Schools, due to loss of 
teaching personnel and older pupils, to the War Service, 
have been effected to a greater extent. To date there has — 
been but little difficulty in getting supplies, but the sup- 
ply of teachers is such that the loss of a good teacher can 
hardly be replaced. It takes four years to train a teacher, 
and the enrollment at the Institutions preparing teachers 
is very greatly reduced. Every effort, financial and other- 
wise, should be made to retain satisfactory teachers. Salary 
adjustments should be made to meet as far as possible the 
conditions and practices of the times. 


The work of the teacher in the public school has in- 
creased materially in recent years due to changes in 
ways of living. The school finds it necessary to furnish 
training in an increasing number of directions. The teach- 
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ers have been performing a real service in conducting the 
registration in the rationing of sugar, gasoline and fuel oil, 
and directing the scrap collection, and the sale of war 
savings stamps. It has meant extra work, but this has been 
done cheerfully in compliance with the requests of our gov- 
ernment. 


I would like to express my gratitude for the coopera- 
tion of the parents and citizens, as well as the special as- 
sistance given by local organizations. 


In closing I wish to express appreciation of the 
courtesy and assistance given me by the School Board. and 
the teaching force.
